Regarding the deficiencies of the cited prior at, Applicant noted the features 
and oifferences discussed in the previous response. Applicant also discussed the 
mterehangeability of the chutes with the Examiner, such that the chutes have a 
substantially common axially extending centering when mounted and in position, 
even though at least one of the chutes has a different configuration (size and/or 
shape). Applicant submitted that at least this feature was free of the cited pnor an and 
the Examiner invited Applicant to submit claims along this line in the next 
amendment for further consideration. 

Applicant also discussed the novelty of the proximity switch or sensor and the 
bracket placement and the like on the chutes, each of which can promote the use of 
mterchangeable chutes. For example, the proximity sensor or switch can help confirm 
ahgnment is proper to inhibit any automated pusher or clipper operation if alignment 
is not correct. 

In view of the foregoing, the chute claims (Claims 1-19) have been canceled 
above to advance prosecution and focus this application on the system and method 
claims. Applicant reserves the right to pursue the canceled subject matter in a future 
continuation application.
